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Defendants ask for release or “hammer clause” 


Judge Tom Jones left Lee Cireuit Court Wednesday faeing 
deeisions in three eases on whether or not to allow defendants 
to be out on bond and faee extended sentenees if they fail 
to reappear. 

The defendants all asked the judge for release until they 
are senteneed. They said they would agree to the “hammer 
elause,” whieh typieally doubles the time in prison if the 
person does not appear as promised or they violate provi¬ 
sions of their release. 

James Burton (1964) pled guilty to traffieking a eontrolled 
substanee in the first degree by selling less than two grams 
of heroin to a eonfidential witness. 

In return for the plea, the Commonwealth reeommended 
that Burton be senteneed to two years. 

Burton then asked that he be released on bond until his 
January 17 senteneing. He said he would agree to the ham¬ 
mer elause, whieh in his ease would mean a sentenee of 
five years. 

Assistant Commonwealth Attorney Kristen Clouse said 
she opposes Burton’s release. 

Jones said he would review the request. 

Laura N. Osborne Charles (1989) also requested the 
hammer elause after pleading guilty to first-degree posses¬ 
sion of a eontrolled substanee, possession of a eontrolled 
substanee in the seeond degree and first-degree promoting 
eontraband. 

She eonfessed to Jones that she had six oxyeodone pills 
along with another drug in her possession while in jail. 

Charles is to be senteneed on January 17. She asked for 
release on bond until that date, saying that her father had 
fallen and is eurrently in a nursing home. 

She is eurrently in jail for a previous bond violation. 

If, however, he grants the release, and she fails, she would 
be faeing eight years in prison instead of the three reeom¬ 
mended by the Commonwealth. 

James David Fultz (1972) pled guilty to burglary in the 
third degree and theft by unlawful taking. 

The Commonwealth reeommended five years in the plea, 
whieh ineluded dismissing two other burglary eounts. A 
flagrant non-support ease was also dismissed with agreement 
by the eomplaining witness. 

Fultz asked to be released on a surety bond until his Janu¬ 
ary 17 senteneing. 

He said he has a dental issue that needs to be taken eare 
of, and he has not been able to have anything done about it 
while in jail. 

Lee County Jailer Corbett Dunaway said he eould not 
understand that beeause inmates are taken to a dentist every 
Thursday if they have a need and request it. 

Fultz then said he would be willing to faee the hammer 
elause, whieh would inerease his sentenee from five years 
to 10. 

Jones said he would review it, but added, “It’s not lost on 
me that his (Fultz) eo-defendant has violated her bond by 
failing a drug test today.” 

That eo-defendant is Fultz’ wife Keneva Fultz (1982). 

When she first appeared, her mother who had posted bond 
for her, was asked if she would eonsider doing that again. 

“Absolutely not,” said the mother, Wanda Turner. “If 
she had done what she was supposed to this would not have 
happened.” 

Jones then said she would have to take a drug test. 

The Probation and Parole offieer returned with her and 
said she had failed for oxyeodone and suboxone. 

The mother, through attorney Bruee Franeisky, said she 
would eonsider bond if her daughter were under house ar¬ 
rest. 

Jones said that matter would have to be addressed after 
she serves 30 days for failure of the drug test. 

Fultz said she did not know that she was on monitored 
eonditional release (MCR), whieh would prevent her from 
having eontaet with drugs or aleohol. 

Franeisky said it was his fault for not telling her. 

Jones said it didn’t matter whether she know about the 
MCR eonditions or not. By possessing the two drugs she 
had violated the law. 

“If I had known I would have been on MCR I wouldn’t 
have touehed anything,” Fultz said. 

Jones then said that when she was release on bond she 
knew she had to eontaet MCR offieials. 

He pointed out that she had signed her bail bond that 
stipulated she have no eontaet with illegal drugs. 

He then revoked her bond and sent her to jail. 

Earlier, Olympia Ross (1983) was senteneed to five years, 
though she eould have been sent to serve 10 beeause she 
failed the provisions of the hammer elause. 

She was set for senteneing in two eases. One had the 
eharge of first-degree traffieking, and the other ease ineluded 
the eharges of theft of a eontrolled substanee, possession of 
a eontrolled substanee in the third degree and drug para¬ 
phernalia. 

She failed a drug test by testing positive for marijuana 
and suboxone. 

Her attorney, Sarah Bryant, said that Ross has a problem 
and needs help, sueh as drug eourt. 

She argued that by sending her to prison, and not getting 
her the treatment she needs, that it would set her up for having 
a life of being in and out of jail, and possibly dying. 

Jones said he had asked Ross to stay in jail, to not ask for 
release, but she insisted she wanted out. 


Bryant said her elient went baek to the same environment. 

She asked that Ross be kept in eustody for a short time until 
a rehab bed beeomes available. 

Clouse argued that Ross should be senteneed. She said that 
Ross should at least have to serve five years, and the rest should 
be at the diseretion of the eourt. 

Jones then senteneed Ross to serve five years beeause she 
did not have any serious erimes in her reeord. 

Wendy Herald (1986) displayed a gift for persuasiveness. 
She was in eourt for status hearings on two eases. The eharge 
in one ease is eomplieity in manufacturing methamphetamine. 
The charges in the other case are: complicity to first-degree 
possession of a controlled substance, drug paraphernalia and 
endangering the welfare of a minor. 

A bench warrant had been issued for an alleged bond vio¬ 
lation. She had not appeared for a drug test on a specific 
day. 

Giving a long story, she said she had overslept that day 
because she had been up with her sick child. 

She said she called to say she had overslept, and went to 
Kentucky River Community Care the next day and passed a 
drug test. 

When asked by Jones, Clouse said there must be some 
penalty for missing her required test. 

The judge then said that he was not going to send her to jail 
that day, but that he would check her story. 

He asked Herald what should happen as punishment for 
missing the test if the rest of her story is proven true. 

She said she would spend weekends in jail. 

Jones ordered her to have a drug test at that time, and she 
passed it. 

The attorney for Doug Phillips (1951) said he wants the 
indictment of an informant in the case against his client. 

Clouse told the attorney, Michael Eubanks, that the indict¬ 
ment is a matter of public record. 

He then said he wants to see a videotape of an alleged buy. 
Phillips is charged with trafficking in the first degree. 

Eubanks said that law enforcement had used twin sisters in 
the case. He said the Commonwealth had told him that the 
second sister had not received any favorable treatment in a 
case against her. 

Clouse opposed Eubanks getting the tape because it is from 
another case. 

Eubanks said if he could be promised the woman would not 
be called as a witness he would drop the matter. 

The argument between the two attorneys continued for some 
time until Jones said that at “first blush” he believes there is 
case law that favors the defense. 

Jones said he would look at the law then make a decision of 
the use of the tape. 

The trial is set for January 21. 

Justin Faulkner (1984) pled guilty to trafficking in a con¬ 
trolled substance in the second degree. 

Jones agreed to the plea agreement which sentences Faulkner 
to five years diverted for five years. He must also perform 
community service. 

The judge also agreed to an agreement in the case of Wendell 
Alan Turner (1969). Turner was charged with two counts of 
first-degree trafficking. 

The sentence is two years on each count probated for five 
years. 

Thelma M. Warner (1978) will be sentenced January 17 
after pleading guilty to first degree possession of a controlled 
substance, possession of marijuana and drug paraphernalia. 

Until her sentencing she must serve 30 days in jail for a 
failed drug test. 

The Commonwealth is recommending one year. 

John Brashears (1992) admitted to violating the conditions 
of his diversion by having an arrest in Wolfe County. 

Jones sent him to jail until January 17 when he will be 
sentenced on his original case. That carries a one-year sen¬ 
tence. 

A bench warrant was issued for Tammy Overbee (no year 
given). The Commonwealth had filed a motion to revoke 
her diversion for having a DUI in August. 

A bench warrant was issued for Kenny Hollon (1987) for 
failure to appear. He had been scheduled to have costs paid. 

A bench warrant was issued for Matthew R. Hager (1986) 
for an indictment and a criminal summons because he could 
not be found by the Lee County Sheriff’s Department. 

The case against Paul D. Williams (1950 was dismissed 
after successful completion of diversion. 

Jones approved a plea agreement in the case of Heather 
Nicole Foister (1978). Prosecution is deferred, and Foister 
is to be on MCR starting January 1. The charges were first- 
degree possession of a controlled substance and persistent 
felony offender in the second degree. 

Joyce E. Sparks (1978) paid in full. 

A motion to revoke the probation of Josh Angel (1988) was 
made for not paying restitution. 

A bench warrant was issued for Nicholas A. Taulbee (1981) 
for failure to appear. A show cause deferred/installment pay¬ 
ment hearing had been set. 

Jones said he was leaning toward the release on bond for 
Christopher Scotty Horn (1970). The charge is first-degree 
trafficking. 

Ora L. Brock (1972) is to be released from jail on December 
24 after serving time for a bond violation. The faces charges 
of promoting contraband in the first degree and possession of 
a controlled substance.

Lykins indicted 
for murder 

Madeline Lykins has been indicted by the Lee County 
Grand Jury for allegedly murdering her husband, Rexall 
B. Lykins, on October 18. 

She is one of seven people indicted Wednesday by 
the grand jury. 

According to the indictment, Lykins, 54 of Primrose 
Lane, shot her husband and then tampered with evidence 
by allegedly disposing of her purse and his wallet in a 
cistern outside of their home. 

Benny Gumm, 57 
of KY 30 Booneville, is 
charged with possession 
of marijuana, tampering 
with physical evidence 
and promoting contraband 
in the first degree. 

The indictment alleges 
that on November 20, 

Gumm tried to conceal a baggie of marijuana he had in 
his possession. On the same date, he is alleged to have 
had a crushed neurontin pill in his sock at the Three Forks 
Regional Jail. 

Anthony E. Vickers, 53 of Main Street in McKee, is 
charged with burglary in the third degree, possession of 
burglary tools, criminal mischief in the third degree and 
possession of marijuana. 

According to the indictment, Vickers allegedly entered 
Brewer’s Laundromat on November 20 with the intent to 
commit a crime. He is alleged to have had in his posses¬ 
sion a hammer, pliers, a nut driver and screws. Also, he 
is charged with damaging the coin changer machine, and 
having a baggie of marijuana in his coat pocket. 

Tryle D. Tutt, 40 of Hopewell South, is charged 
with criminal mischief in the first degree, fraudulent use 
of a credit card, theft by unlawful taking and first-degree 
persistent felony offender. 

The grand jury says that on October 20 Tutt caused 
damage to a victim’s vehicle, and used a credit card that 
belonged to a victim. Also, he is charged with taking 
someone’s vehicle. 

Jamie Mosley, 24 of Sexton’s Creek, is charged with 
failure to make required disposition of property over 
$500. 

The indictment says that on July 29 Mosley had in 
his possession a Weaver Brand Saddle and spikes that 
belonged to a tree-trimming company. 

Steven D. Fugate, 43 of Clayhole is charged with pro¬ 
moting contraband in the first degree 

He is alleged to have had in his possession on June 5 
two neurontin pills, one Xanax and one suboxone strip 
while an inmate at the Three Forks Regional Jail. 

Millard Turner, Jr., 43 of Jackson, is charged with 
promoting contraband in the first degree and being a 
persistent felony offender in the second degree. 

Turner is alleged on October 17, 2012 to have had 
in his possession a baggie of marijuana, two marijuana 
cigarettes and a baggie of a green and white powdery 
substance at the Three Forks Regional Jail. 

One files; one plans to file 

Chris Moore has filed to run in the Republican Primary 
as a candidate for Fourth District Constable. 

Also, Chuck Caudill has filed a statement of candidacy 
for the position of Lee County Judge/Executive.

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Wealth, power kept 
teenager out of prison

Wealth and power should 
never come in the way of jus¬ 
tice under the law. 

While not commonplace, it 
does happen. 

We have seen instances of 
the wealthy or famous being 
acquitted or getting a slap on 
the wrist for serious crimes, 
while the less fortunate with¬ 
out means and influence are 
sent away to do long prison 
sentences, sometimes for life. 

It’s not a broken system, but 
the exceptions have serious 
consequences. 

The latest example comes 
out of Houston. 

Sixteen-year-old Ethan 
Couch, while driving drunk, 
killed four pedestrians. 

One would think this would 
be a slam dunk case. Authori¬ 
ties had Couch and his friends 
on surveillance video stealing 
two cases of beer from a store. 
Couch had seven passengers 
in his F-350 and was speeding 
and his blood alcohol limit was 
three times over the legal limit 
ofO.08. 

But Tarrant County District 
Judge Jean Boyd felt other¬ 
wise. 

Boyd let Couch off with just 
10 years of probation instead 
of the maximum 20 years of 
imprisonment. 

What a miscarriage of 
justice. The sentence handed 
down by this judge simply 
diminishes the lives of the 
four innocent people that this 
young man killed. 

The case has rightfully 
sparked outrage from the 
family of the deceased and 
throughout the nation. Many 
people are calling for Boyd’s 
resignation. 

Couch comes from a fam¬ 
ily with great means, and the 
obvious suspicion is that had 
something to do with the sen¬ 
tence in this case. 

If this were a poor man or 
first-time offender who got 
drunk and killed four people, 
you can be reasonably certain 
they would be facing a long 
prison sentence. 

But Couch walks away with 


his freedom. 

The verdict is final. That 
can’t be changed, but the 
outrage can and should con¬ 
tinue. 

The defense’s strategy in 
this case was an odd one. 
Their psychologist cited that 
Couch suffered from afflu- 
enza. Affiuenza is a theory, 
not a recognized diagnosis, 
used to describe a condition 
in which children - generally 
from richer families - have a 
sense of entitlement, are ir¬ 
responsible, make excuses for 
poor behavior and sometimes 
dabble in drugs and alcohol. 

Psychologist G. Dick Miller, 
who testified for the defense, 
said he never intended the 
word affiuenza to be taken as 
a diagnosis. 

He said the simple term for 
“affiuenza” would be “spoiled 
brat.” 

Couch is most certainly 
that. 

The defense team should 
be ashamed. They essentially 
said that because Couch comes 
from a wealthy family and, 
therefore, suffers from affiu¬ 
enza, the murder of four in¬ 
nocent adults does not deserve 
the punishment most people 
would believe is warranted. 

Their words and tactics were 
sleazy and send a bad message 
to others that if you come from 
a rich family, you too could 
suffer from affiuenza. 

Four lives were taken 
because of Couch’s reckless 
acts. Money and influence 
shouldn’t have come into the 
picture in this case, but they 
did. This spoiled brat deserved 
to spend significant time in 
prison. 

The concept of equal justice 
under the law was mocked by 
this outrageous decision. 

Prosecutor Richard Alpert 
argued in court that if Couch 
continues to be cushioned by 
his family’s wealth, another 
tragedy is inevitable. 

If Alpert is correct, the 
blood will be on the hands of 
the judge.

for a total installed capacity of 2,640 kilowatts; and (5) a new 1,000-foot-long, 12.47 kilo-Volt 
transmission line. The project is estimated to generate an average of 10,484,000 kilowatt-hours 
annually. The existing lock and dam are owned by the Kentucky River Authority.

The WWI Christmas Truce of 1914: 
A Christmas Miracle

All soldiers have indelible 
memories of the time that they 
spent “in harm’s way” under 
battle conditions or perhaps 
something they saw or expe¬ 
rienced that simply defied any 
logical explanation. 

Although that are no 
surviving veterans of WWI 
in Lee County, such an un¬ 
explainable event that oc¬ 
curred on Christmas Eve in 
1914 should be known to all 
Americans. 

In some of the most gruel¬ 
ing warfare known, the men 
served in horrible condi¬ 
tions. These men survived in 
trenches dug into the earth. 
This Western Front of trench¬ 
es stretched over 400 miles! 

The conditions were so 
miserable that many of the 
soldiers got “trench foot” 
from having to stand in the 
mud, never allowing their 
feet to dry. 

They were tormented by 
rats and the diseases that 
the rats carried. There was 
no place to properly dispose 
of waste materials so many 
sicknesses were carried in 
that manner. 

No Man’s Land was the 
ground in between the two 
trenches, with the British in 
one and the Germans in the 
other. Traversing no man’s 
land was often a hellish ex¬ 
perience for soldiers. This 
ground ranged from sev¬ 
eral hundred yards to in some 
cases as short as 15 yards. It 
was heavily defended by ma¬ 
chine guns, mortars, artillery 
and riflemen on both sides, 
it was often riddled with 
barbed wire and rudimentary 
improvised land mines , as 
well as corpses and wounded 
soldiers who were not able to 
make it across the volley of 
explosions and fire. 

The area was usually 
devastated by the warfare, 
carnage and remains of the ar¬ 


tillery. The stench was unbear¬ 
able! It was open to fire from 
the opposing trenches and hard 
going generally slowed down 
any attempted advance. 

However, not only were sol¬ 
diers forced to cross no man’s 
land when advancing, and as the 
case might be when retreating, 
but after an attack the stretcher 
bearers would need to go out 
into it to bring in the wounded, 
risking their own lives. 

On Christmas Eve of 1914, 
the British were amazed to hear 


their German enemies singing, 
“Stille Nacht” (“Silent Night”). 
The Germans began placing 
candles on their trenches and on 
Christmas trees, then continued 


their celebration Christmas 
carols. The British responded 
by singing carols of their own. 
The two sides continued by 
shouting Christmas greetings 
to each other. 

Soon thereafter, there 
were excursions across “No 
Man’s Land,” where small 
gifts were exchanged, such 
as food, tobacco, and alcohol, 
and souvenirs such as buttons 
and hats. 

Troops from both sides also 
had been so friendly as to play 


games of football with one 
another. As well as joint burial 
ceremonies, several meetings 
ended in carol singing. 

The artillery in that region 


fell silent that night. The truce 
also allowed a breathing spell 
where recently fallen soldiers 
could be brought back behind 
their lines by burial parties. 
Joint services were held. 

The fraternization was not, 
however, without risk; some 
soldiers were shot by oppos¬ 
ing forces. In many sectors, 
however, the truce was ob¬ 
served, not only on Christmas 
night, but continued until New 
Year’s Day. 

The Christmas Truce of 
1914 was a series of wide¬ 
spread, unofficial ceasefires 
that took place around Christ¬ 
mas during the WWI. 

The truce was seen as a 
symbolic moment of peace 
and humanity amidst one of 
the most violent events of 
modem history. 

It was not ubiquitous, 
however; in some regions of 
the front, fighting continued 
throughout the day, while in 
others, little more than an ar¬ 
rangement to recover bodies 
was made. 

Although, there was no 
official tmce, about 100,000 
British and German troops 
were involved in unofficial 
cessations of fighting along 
the length of the Western 
Front. 

The first tmce started on 
Christmas Eve, December 24, 
1914, when German troops be¬ 
gan decorating the area around 
their trenches and the region of 
Ypes, Belgium. 

Since WW I ended almost 
100 years ago and subsequent 
wars have overshadowed its 
importance, it is imperative 
that we honor those soldiers 
who fought, died, and sur¬ 
vived under these terrible 
conditions. 

The final shot was fired 
on November 11, 1918. The 
weapons of horror finally fell 
silent.

The ACT (American Col¬ 
lege Test) is a big deal when 
getting into college. There are 
certain benchmarks you have 
to obtain before taking regular 
college classes. If you do not 
reach these benchmarks you 
will have to take remedial col¬ 
lege classes, which are a waste 
of time and money. Remedial 
classes don’t get you college 
credit; they only develop the 
foundation for college classes. 
When I took the ACT I got a 
composite score of 21, which 
was not what I wanted, and 
my highest ACT score is a

22. Although I have met all of 
my benchmarks. I’m still not 
where I want to be. Scholar¬ 
ship range for most colleges 
is a 25, but you can receive 
scholarships with a lower ACT 
score also. 

If you have the opportu¬ 
nity to take dual credit college 
classes in high school, I highly 
recommend it. It will give you 
a feel of college and will help 
you determine what kind of 
post-secondary education you 
want to enter while also giving 
you college credit. You will 
learn the basics of college and 
useful tools to help you in col¬ 
lege such as taking notes and 
studying. In the fall semester 
of my senior year I have taken 
four dual credit classes and re¬ 
ceived 12 college credit hours. 
I plan to take two or three more 
college classes in the spring 
semester of my senior year. 

My overall experience in 
high school has left me pretty 
prepared for college. I have 
learned many techniques and 
tools to start my “real” college 
career. I should graduate with 
at least 21 college credit hours, 
so if you have the opportunity 
to take dual credit classes in 
high school, I highly recom¬ 
mend it. Also, practice for 
your ACT and get your score 
up high enough for scholar¬ 
ships. Don’t stress a lot over 
the financial side of college, 
because you can get FAFSA, 
scholarships, and student loans 
(Mr. Stickler will tell you all 
about that). Remember; don’t 
go to college thinking you’re 
going to breeze by like you 
did in high school. You WILL 
have to apply yourself Prepare 
yourself for the unknown! 
Take care of your responsibili¬ 
ties, have fun, and good luck!
